Antloch Postmaster Roy I. Kufatk 
received official word yesterday 
confirming the advancement of. the 
Antloch postoffice from second 
class to first class. 

Numerous changes in clerical pro- 
cedure will be involved, but tha 
major changes affecting the public 
will be a decrease in the size and 
weight of parcels accepted for mail- 
ing, and an increase in the rental 
of lock boxes— the first since 1907. 

Parcels now mailed from tho 
local postoffice for delivery to an- 
other first cass postoffice (in con- 
tinental United States only) must 
have a weight limit of 40 pounds in 
the local, first, or second zones; and 
20 pounds in zones three through 
eight Size of the parcels will be 
limited to 72 Inches in length and 
girth- combined. 

List Exceptions 

Exceptions include parcels mailed 
on, or addressed' to a rural or star 
route, or parcels containing baby 
fowl, nursery, stock, agricultural 
commodities, or specified types ot 
books. 

Other exceptions are parcels 
mailed from, or addressed to any 
second, third, or fourth class postof- 
fice, or .to the armed forces, or ,U. 
S Possessions, Such cases have a 
weight limit of 70 pounds, and- a 
size limit of 100 inches.

A few weeks ago President Elsenhower dis- 
cussed, at a press conference, certain cuts In defense 
expenditures he is recommending. He vividly des- 
cribed the philosophy that governs his thinking In 
-these wordsr "I have always . . . believed that 
there is a c^ent logic In the conduct of military af- 
fairs. There is an equally great logic In economic 
affairs. If these " two logical disciplines can be 
wedded, it is then possible to create a situation of 
maximum military strength within economic capa- 
cities. 

"If, on the other hand, these two are allowed to 
proceed in disregard one for the other, you then 
create a situation cither of doubtful, military strength, 
or of such precarious economic strength that your 
military position Is in constant jeopardy." 

The President thus said, in efrect, that a sound 
government economy .is -as- important to our defense 
ond survival as actual military power— that reckless, 
unbridled spending can' be as dangerous as a foreign 
foe. That is as refreshing and as important an atti- 
tude as we have seen in high places in government 
In many a long year.

The Pendulum Swings 

For 20 years there has been a drive to promote 
the growth of central authority at the expense of pri- 
vate enterprise and individual opportunity. Profound 
changes have been wrought in the character of our 
economic and political life. Call it socialism or what- 
ever you like, it's a fact that the federal government 
In competition with private industry has a $130,000,- 
000,000 stake in loans, insurance, factories, railroads, 
electric systems, ships and countless other things. 

Now the pendulum is swinging in the opposite di- 
rection and the pressure is growing for a contraction 
of government ventures into fields once reserved for 
private business and finance, RFC, the biggest lend- 
ing agency, probably will be liquidated or greatly 
modified in 1954. Federally -operated Inland Water- 
ways Corporation, the second biggest barge line in the 
U. S. is up for sale. Twenty-six synthetic rubber 
plants will go to private industry. Federal power 
development is being cut and there is talk of selling 
or leasing existing tax-exempt federal electric power 
facilities to highly taxed private industry. 

With its recourse to the tax rolls and public credit 
the federal government is the one competitor with 
which private industry cannot be expected to com- 
pete. This trend away from government in business 
gives a new lease on life to our personal freedoms and 



opportunities. Economic freedom' Is the base upon 
which we have built our political freedom.

What Coal Means 

Suppose you bad a quantity of that common black 
fuel, bituminous coal, and the necessary mechanical 
ond chemical equipment to transform it into different 
commodities. What could you produce and manu- 
facture? 

First of all, you could produce heat and light 
Coal Is the source of a great part of all the electric 
power we use— and it Is reponslble for practically all 
of this power In some of our greatest Industrial re- 
gions. 

You could also make the coke that is essential 
to steel production. It actually takes a ton of coal to 
make a ton of steel. 

After you'd done these things, you'd be just be- 
ginning. For the chemical derivatives of coal — exist- 
ing and^ potential — are close to endless.

Brucellosis Spreads 
In Dozens of Ways . 

Farmers worrying over the prob- 
lem of keeping bovine brucellosis 
out of their herds were given some 
pointers recently by the 'American 
Veterinary Medical Association. 

The- association points out that 
there are a dozen ways in which 
~ the disease can be spread to clean 
cattle, but that the moat common 
way Is through Importations from 
strange herds. 

Control authorities . recommend 
that newly-purchased cattle from 
recently-tested herds should be 
Isolated 90 days before having 
them re-tested. Cattle bought from 
untested herds ihould be tested 
immediately and Violated for an-, 
other test in 60 days. 



Brucellosis can spread from dis- 
eased hogs, truck and box cars 
which have been carrying diseased 
Btock. Buyers, salesmen or visi- 
tors may bring in germs on their 
clothing or shoes, or the disease 
may spread from stagnant water 
or slow-moving streams past in- 
fested farms.

Army worms, pesky little crawl- 
ers who eat the fields barren so 
that won might starve,, are expected 
to invade' Lake county en masse 
this week, according to a warning 
Farm Adviser Flay T. Nicholas re- 
ceived from the University of Illi- 
nois. 

All formers are urged to examine 
their fields, and report the first 
presence of the worms to the Farm 
Bureau immediately so that pre- 
cautions might be taken. 

The first actual report of army 
worms In ; take county came on 
Wednesday afternoon of last week 
from JoKn Edmunds, 2228 Kristan 
avc., North Chicago, who said they 
were in his apple trees, tomato 
plants, and "crawling all over the 
ground and sidewalk." 
"" It has not been officially verified, 
however, that the worms harrassing 
the iNorth Chicagoan are army 
-worms. 

Army worms, which 'are attack- 
ing 30 downstate counties, are des- 
cribed as looking, much* like a cater- 
pillar, only not upholstered. They 
are brown in color, with a dirty- 
white stripe down the back. 

They spread In masses across a 
field, and do not leave until des- 
truction Is complete. Unless con- 
trolled, they will eat for two weeks 
to a monthbefore forming cocoons. 
First they- devour grain fields, pre- 
ferring oats, barley, and winter 
wheat. Then they consume cord 
and grasses. 

The county farm bureau advises 
applying Wi to 2 pounds of paxa- 
phene per acre to crops where the 
worms are spotted, before the 
crops can be too seriously damaged.

Finish work on 
home when 
illness strikes 






Scott Smith and his family will 
never forget that Saturday 
morning after Labor Day when 
a 13-car caravan rolled to a stop 
in front of their home. 

Out stepped 18 men — tele- 
phone men from ten communi- 
ties, some as far as 70 miles 
away.
